their ſeed being hot and prurient, doth ir- 
ritate and inflame them to Venery , neither 
is this concupiſcence allaid and qualified 
but by provoking the <jaculation of the 
ſeed, as Galen propounds the advice in the 
example of a widow, who was afflicted 
with intolerable ſympromes, till the abyp 
dance of the. ſpermatick humour was ol 
miniſhed by the hand of a skilfull Midwit 
- and a convenient oyntment , which pa 
ſage will alfo furniſh us with this argumen 
that the uſe of Venery is exceeding, whol 
ſome, if the woman will confine her {el 
to the [awes of moderation , ſo that 
feele no weariſomneſſe, nor weaknt le i 
her body, after thoſe pleaſing conflicts. 
Moſt certaine it is, that barren wome 
are more tormented with ficknefle, the 
thoſe that are fruitful], becauſe, they wh 
have children, live in a more hea}thk 
condition, by reaſon of the opening of tl 
veine 
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veines , and the comming away of the _**: 

ſuperfluous bloud ; which being of an; 7 

earthy, and feculent ſubſtance, muſt needs *%F 

introduce prodigious {ymptom*'s in the _ 
bodies of other women, who have no ſeafo- 
nable meanes to vent and purge it our, and 
daily experience doth witnefle it ro the pri> 
vate conflideration of ſuch women, that 
yery many obftruftions breed in their Li- 
vers, Meſenteries, and Mairices. That wo- 
men in Child-bed alſo , and ſuch as nurſe 
their owne children, are ſubje& to moſt bite 
ter, and vehement affe@Qs , Galen doth dai- 
ly teach us by an undeniable. reaſon ; for 
whereas the childe in the wombe is nou- 
riſhed by the ſweeteſt, fatteſt, and moſt ela- 
borate part of- the menſtruows Bloud , in its 
own nature filthy, and dreggiſh, when the 
woman is delivered , that bloud is forci- 
bly evacuated: by a criticall kinde of mott- 
on,and violent ebullition, whereupon the ſpi- 
rits areexhauſted, and the feeble creature is 
precipitated into mortall infirmitics , as 
| fainting fits, incredible corments, and fre- 

quent ſoundings. 

Many times alſo, beſides that perticular 
fulneſſe of the womb chrough the ſwelling, 
and. ftrutting of the veines ; ſuch women
